oblig'd todo the ſame thing, and*to endeavour to fecure my- 
{elf the beſt I can, in hopes that it will pleaſe Gad, out of 
his infinite Mercy to this unhappy Paſſion, to touch their 
Hearts again with true Loyalty and Honour, If Tconld have 
relied on all my Troops I nught not have been put to this 
Extremity T am in; and would, at leaſt, have had one Blow 
for ir: But though I know there are amongſt you very many 
loyal and brave Men, both Officers and Souldiers; yet you 
know, That both your ſelf, and ſeveral of the General Officers + 
of the Army, told me, it was no ways adviſable for me to vens 
ture my ſelfat their Head, or to think to fight the Prince of 
Orange with them. And there remains only for me to- thank 
you, and all thoſe, both Officers and Souldiers, who have- ſtuck 
ro me, and been truly loyal; and hope you will ſtill retain the 
ſame Fideliry to me: And tho T do not expett you ſhould ex- 
poſe your felves, by refiſting a foreign Army, and a poifoned 
Nation ; yet I hope your former Principles are fo rooted in you, 
That you will keep your ſelves free from Aſſociations, and ſuch - 
pernicious Things. Time preſſes me ſo, that Ican ſay no more. 
Muft add this, That as T have always found you Loyal, ſo you 
have fonnd me a kind Maſter, as ſo you ſball ſtill find me.
